Election/Restrictions

1. Claims 1-17, 18-34 and 50-62, drawn to a mobile browser system with adaptive 
personalization audio feedback capability for retrieving information from an information 
network, the information network comprising a plurality of network servers, the browsing system 
including a wireless communication interface operable etc.; an audio interface operable to 
receive data from the wireless communication interface and an adaptive personalization operable 
to monitor the user input etc., classified in class 704, subclass 275. 

IL Claims 35-42 and 43-49, drawn to a mobile information network browser device with 
audio feedback capability, the information network comprising a plurality of network servers, the 
browser device comprising a communication interface operable to receive data from at least one 
of the network servers, a mobile audio device operable to receive etc.; and an adaptive 
personalization module operable to monitor user input etc., classified in class 709, subclass 104. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from one another because the following reasons: Inventions 
I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in single combination. The 
subcombinations are distinct from each if they shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, 
invention I has a separate utility such as an audio interface operable to receive data from the 
wireless communication interface and an adaptive personalization module operable to monitor 
the user input during one or more previous sessions with the browser system and determine the 
order for presenting the requested information based on previous user input (as set forth in 
invention II). See MPEP § 806.05(d).
